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The orator is the instrament through which 


nature addresses her children, exhorting, prais- 


ing, and blaming with an awakening energy, 
when the British Ton was tearing our liber- 
ties in pieces, it was through Henry she ad- 
dressed our forefathers, ronsing them to assert 
the rights she had given them: even in the 
retirements of the forest there dwells an ex- 
citing eloquence, it pervades that grade of 
savages who, having listened to the melting 
tale of their oppressions, tush to the land of 
their enemies, and stab to the centre of 
their hones. If feelings of indignation for 
‘vrong hie smothered in the heart, this princi- 
ple rouses them to revenge, and impels to 
action—when men, engaged in solemn debate 
upon the most momentous points, are ocillat- 
ing between decision and inactio, it pictures 
the reality oftheir situation, and points to the 
true path of procedure. 

I( is particularly in ‘imes of national adver- 
hat the orator must use his combined 
efforts; it is when infuriated faction can neither 
he quelled by argument or entreaty, that a 
living vojce must utter its anathemas. As | 
Philip was infusing poison into the nerves of 
the Athenian government, and bribing even 
justice herself, then Demosthenes in reality 
became the grovernor of Greece. But althouch 
there is a vehemence in eloquence, there is a 
silent influence which is no less so; it opens 
the fountains of knowledge to run through an 
empire, salutes the tyrant with murmurs, the 
freeman with smiles; Cicero beside causing 
Rome to quake under the vollies of his elo- 
quence, was encouraging literature in awaken 
ine accents to arise, and was distilling into the 
minds of youth the principles of morality.— 
Possessing the advantages of philosophy, logic 
and poetry ; it has assnaged the passions, tamed 
the ferocity, and fertilized the genius of men. 
The student who scans the history of depart- 
ed ages, and views the rise and downfall of 
emnires, beholds the orator rise like an un-

Among the many characters by whom the 
peace of society is disturbed and who delight 
to injure, there is perhaps not one more pro- 
minent than the slanderer.

If 
the heavenly sentiment of charity ever warm- 
ed his bosom, or dwelt within him, it is ex- 
tinct, for if it was not, he would never cast 
aspersions upon the reputation of any one. 
So far from doing so, if he could not, consis- 
tently with truth, bestow praise upon others, 
he would not hold up to public view their 
fwalts or frailties, If he possessed charity, he 
would feel the force of, and would act upon 
the following exclamation of the poet: 


“ Teach me to feel another’s woe, 
And hide the fault I see.” 


Instead of the slanderer acting thus, he will 
not only expose the fanlt he sees, but will 
imagine others, and assert them as really ex- 
isting. Falsehood is the spirit of slander it 
is the basis on which rests all reports emanat- 
ing from, and which have for their author a 
slanderer. A slanderer violates every princi- 
ple of truth and equity, breaks down every 
barrier of honour and justice, and pollutes 
with his tainted tongue any company in which 
he is allowed to mingle. Like a contagion, 
he spreads, wherever he goes, confusion and 
trouble. .What a series of bad and fatal con- 
sequences have been caused by the tongue 
of the slanderer, and how many have been 
reduced to wretchedness and misery by his 
fabrications? How often has he caused the 
warmest friends to become the most impla- 
cable enemies? How often has he created in 
the minds of those friends an insatiable desire 
of revenge? And how often has that desire 
led them to seek each other’s life ?, Have there 
not been instances of men, whose reciprocal 
friendship has been suddenly succeeded by a 
deep-rooted enmiiy, caused by the wily as- 
sertions and seemingly plausible tales of the 
crafty slanderer? How often has the tongue of 
slander robbed peaceful families of their do- 
mestic bliss and comfort, substituting in their 
room a cold and suspicious reserve? How 
often has it excited in their breasts the de- 
structive feeling of jealousy, and how fre- 
quently has it severed even the connubial 
tie ? The slanderer has often caused an inno- 
cent and unoffending man to be dragged 
from his happy home, and incarcerated in a 
gloomy dungeon, and afterwards doomed to 
an ignominious and premature death, leaving 
to the mercy of the world his unprotected 
familv. The slanderer acts in a moral, as 
the assassin does in a physical sense—the lat- 
ter attacks his unconscious victim, and stabs 
him in an unguarded and unsuspecting mo- 
ment; the former stabs the character of his 
unsuspecting object in his absence, and when 
he is not present to vindicate himself.

“Let us not flatter ourselves; we can never 

be the better for our religion, if our neighbor 
be the worse for it. Our fault is, we are apt 
to be mighty hot upon speculative errors, and 
break all bounds in our resentments; but we 
let practical ones pass without remark, if not 
without repentance: as if a mistake about an 
obscure proposition of faith, were a greater 
evil than the breach of an undoubted precept. 
Such a réligion the devils themselves are not 
without ; for thev have both faith and know- 
ledge, but their faith doth not work by love, 
nor their knowledge by obedience. And if 
this be their judgment, can it be our-blessiug / 
Let us not then think religion a litigious thing, 
nor that Christ came on/y to make us good 
disputants, but that he caine also to make us 
good livers: sincerity goes further than ca- 
pacity. It is charity that deservedly excels 
inthe christian religion ; and happy would it 
be, if where unity ends, charity did begin, in- 
stead of envy and railing, that almos* ever fol- 
lows.

BOLIVAR. 

**In some respects Bolivar’s ultimate suc- 

cess has been remarkable. He was several 
times unfortunate in his early career as a sol- 
dier, and more than once his enemies in his 
own country, as well as those from abroad, 
triumphed over him. But it is one mark of a 
grest mind to rise above defeat, and restore 
the confidence which ill success has weaken- 
ed. His ambition has never been too strong 
for his integrity, and a sincere desire for his 
country’s good. Fora considerable period he 
was.supreme dictator, with all the army at his 
command; but when a calm was in some de- 
gree restored, a congress convened, and a 
fayorable prospect seeming to epen of estab- 
lishing a solid basis of government, he vohtin- 
tarily yielded up ail his power, and insisted 
on returning to the rank of a private citizen. 
This was accordingly done, till he was recho- 
sen by the new congress to be commander in 
chief of the army, under the constitution and 
the laws. Twice he has, by mere accident, 
escaped assassination. In the first instance, 
the dagger, which was intended for him, was 
plunged into the heart of his secretary, who 
happened to be sleeping in the hammock 
usually occupied by himself. 
** Energy is the predominant trait of his 
character. His movementsare always prompt, 
decisive, and rapid, and at the same time di- 
rected with so much discretion, that, with a 
force frequently inferior in numbers and dis- 
cipline to that of the enemy, he has been able 
to carry through a successful warfare with 
Morillo, Monteverde, and others of the most 
experienced Spanish generals. His gene- 
rosity has been much praised; he gave his 
slaves their freedom, and is said to contribute 
a principal portion of the income of his estate, 
in affording relief to the widows and children 
of soldiers who have lost their lives in battle. 
Ag a companion, he is social and pleasant, 
temperate in bis habits, abstemiots in his diet, 
and drinks no spiritous liquor. His constitu- 
tion has suffered by the severe trials, both of 
body and mind, which he bas gone through, 
His speeches and addresses, which have been 
published, evince sound and practical views, 
and adaptation of purpose, rather than depth 
of thought or great intellectual resources.— 
His celebrated speech, at the opening of the 
congress at Angostura, we suppose to be his 
most remarkable effort in this way, and that 
speech shows that, he had studied profoundly 
the history and principles of various forms of 
government, and had most seriously at heart 
the object of establishing that form, which 
should be best suited to secure the prosperity 
and happiness of his country.” 








BOYER. 

To this eminent man, the political as well as 
military chieftain of Hay’, the public attention 
has been much directed of late. Great efforts 
were made by British capitalists, as well as 
adventurers, to induce him to allow the gold 
and silver mines of this Island to be worked, 
but he was impenetrable to entreaty, and the 
highest offers of fortune and of empire. The 
strongholds and castles which he has establish- 
en in the interior, were raised at an inumense 
expence of time and labor. To these works, 
indeed, all the resources of the Island were at 
one time devoted. ‘The mind of France was 
fixed upon this colony, and Boyer, in his soul- 
stirring addresses, reconciled the people to 
the greatest personal efforts as well as pecu- 
niary.. ‘* If,” said he, “ you see the wild beast 
of the forest in a secure position, you will hesi- 
tate to attack him.”’ ‘There was no possibility 
of misapplication—this simple, this genuine 
eloguence went at once to the heart, and ac. 
complished every thing, With respect to the 
mines, we think he hag wisely postponed all 
consideration of them to matters more nearly 
connected with the regular formation of §o- 
ciety, and the arrangement as well as consoli- 
dation of its authorities and its power. Boyer, 
as yet, has to look pretty much after all mat- 
ters himself. The consul’s lictor will, in due 
time, come into play ; but, at present, the ruler 
of Hayti has no leisure. It is severe toil, real 
worth, and undoubted dignity. About Boyer, 
there is no false colouring. If looked upon 
as a sovereign, the frippery of the European 
monarch, sinks before the energy of his cha- 
racter. He is always up and doing. The ame- 
licration of the people, the constant object of 
his solicitude. What a fine model for the fair 
complexioned, crown-pated, profligate old 
rogues of the transatlantic world.

The Neapolitans are desirous of making 
an effort to free themselves from their annual 
tribute to the Barbary powers. 

A work has been published by a Mr. Co- 
ventry, in which he demonstrates, that Lord 
George Sackville was the author of Junius. 

Major Laing, the African traveller, has 
again deps ted, with the view of reaching 
‘TVimbuctoo, 

The duke of Angonleme was shortly ex- 
pected to visit England. 

The Austrian army in Naples, is to be re- 
duced to 12,900 men. 

The wife of Gen. Lavalette, whose escape 
made so much noise some years since, is still 
in a private mad house at Mont Matre. Her 
only paroxysms are when she beholds her 
husband—ber conduct is then outrageous. 
She is about 45 years of age, and all means 
have been used for her recovery, but without 
effect. Her husband has been again received 
into favour, and isnow employed in the king’s 
household. 

The government of Franée has a force in 
Spain of 22,000 men. It is to be withdrawn 
in April next, and another force left there of 
10,000 men. Ferdinand himself wishes to re- 
tain this number of troops. 

A crocadile, measuring 18 feet from head 
to tail, was killed at Barycore, in the East 
Indies,-a short time since. It hac committed 
great havoc on the banks of the river, and 
in the stomach was found part of a woman, 
a dog, a cat, and a part of a sheep, besides 
several rings and other ornaments worn by 
the native women. 

A New sect, the members of which call 
themselyes ‘true Israelites,” has appeared 
at Manchester. One of these fanatics has 
published what he calls a ‘divine revelation,” 
which is a mass ef nonsense and blasphemy. 

It is calculated that three humired men 
could not carry the weight of the national 
debt in ten pounds bank notes, 512 of which 
weight one pound. Supposing the debt te 
be only 726 millions of poun:s sterling, it 
would weigh 142,659 lbs. which, for 500 men 
would be 476 ibs. each. 

Great projects in Faypt.—It is stated ina 
late French paper, under the head of Alexan- 
dria, (Egypt,) May Ist, that the great demand 
for indigo from foreign countries has induced 
the Viceroy to order the cultivation of this 
plant in several of: the Provinces to the east- 
ward of Cairo.—The Viceroy has also order- 
ed the construction of a new Canal which will 
cross Cairo ard, éxtend more than 50 miles 
tnto the Serkani: To execute this great 
work, thirty millions of talari, (120 millions 
of francs,) and four years labour will be ne- 
cessary. Three thousand houses in this city 
will be demolished. The owners. of the 
houses will receive indemnity in lands, with 
the obligation to plant them with indigo.— 
More than 50,900 men will labor day and 
night in digging the Canal, which will convey 
a great quantity of water into the provinces 
bevond Frajum. 

Extract of a letter received from Paris :— 
There is a great operation in gold and silver 
here, melting dewn your coin to be sent else- 
where. lIat first did not believe it; but I 
have, within the last ten days, been carried to 
the places where the process was going for- 
ward. fhe amount is stated to be very 
great. 

The Mines of Wcilska, in Poland, are most 
interesting. ‘The imagination is confounded at 
the idea of finding, after a descent of 859 
steps, vast halls, (the hall of Eoosky is 80 feet 
high and 180 feet wide,) stating for horses, 
store-houses, offices for clerks, and three cha- 
pels the whole of the fittings, altars, crucifixes, 
tables desks, and seats, worked in salt. 

it is said of M. Belzoni, the celebrated tra- 
veller, that he supported on his colossal frame 
twenty-two persons, who were’strapped round 
his hips, shoulders, neck, &e. With this 
enormous pressure, he moved across a stage 
upon which he exhibited this feat, with as 
much steadiness as the elephant does, when 
his howdah is full of-Indian warriors.

Maternal Affection of u Cat.—A worthy far- 
mer residing in the neighbouthood of Ross, 
sent a few years ago, a load of grain to Glou- 
cester. The distance is about sixteen miles. 
The waggon was loaded in the evening, and 
started early on the following morning. On 
its being unloaded in Gloucester, a favorite 
cat belonging to the farmer, was found among 
the sacks with two kittens of very recent 
birth. he waggoner, very humanely, placed 
puss and her young in a hay loft, where he 
expected they would remain in safety, until 
he should be ready to departfor home. On 
his return to the loft shortly afterwards nei- 
ther cat nor kittens were to be found, and he 
reluctantly left the town without them.— 
Next morning she entered the kitchen of her 
master’s house, with one kitten in her mouth. 
it was dead—but she placed it before the fire ; 
and without seeking food or indulging for a 
moment in the genial warmth of ber domestic 
hearth, she disappeared. In about an hour 
she returned with the other kitten—laid it 
down by the other—stretched herself beside 
them, and instantly expired!

We published, a few days since, a letter 
from Trieste, stating the success of the Greeks 
at Navarino, and, the day after, ai extract 
from the Austrian Observer, giving us the sur- 
render of that place to the Egyptians. We 
have, this morning, received the following in- 
telligence from Corfu, which seems to recon- 
cile the above statements, so very contraclict. 
ory to each other. The quarter from which 
the Corfu letters proceed, as well as their de- 
tailed contents, grve us reason to hope that 
events will be found to justify what they re- 
late. 

CORFU, May 25, 1825. 

** Our affairs of Greece go on well. At 
Navarino, they have burned nearly the whole 
of the Egyptian fleet. Before this took place, 
the Greeks in the fortress were much reduc 
ed, and wére on the point of capitulating ; but 
whilst they were in that position, Conduriot- 
tis arrived with a considerable force, and a 
terrible battle took place, the like of which 
has never happened in Greece. The battle 
was general the same day by sea and land.— 
The engagements, which have happened near 
Missolonghi, have all terminated in favour of 
the Greeks, and took many of the enemy’s 
officers prisoners, and conducted them to 
Missolonghi. We considered this news as 
true, and to be depended upon.” 


Dramatic.—There seems to be no doubt 
that Mr. Keaw is about to pay another visit to 
the United States. In a case where a new trial 
was granted in the Court of King’s Bench, on 
the 16th of June last, Mr. Brougham observ- 
ed, that as in an affidavit sworn to by Mr. 
Keay. he stated that it was his intention very 
shortly to proceed to America, and would not 
return for eighteen months; it was his wish 
to have Mr. Kean examined on interrogato- 
nes, previous to his leaving England.”

He was under Dronet, the 
cclebrated flute player, until he suddenly 
quitted the country, at which time young Mi- 
nasi, being but four years old, played with 
much applause at the parties of the nobility. 
At five, he delighted the people of Liverpool, 
and was solicited the same year to play at the 
concert of Mr. Raphino Lacy, who leas for 
him to-morrow evening. At six years of age, 
he returned to London and gave.a concert.— 
At seven, he charme: the people of Manches- 
ter, and the year following he gave another 
concert in London. At nine years of age, he 
played before the Duke of York, and also at 
Miss M. Free’s benefit, where he obtained 
great applause, and now, being only ten years 
of age, he gives another concert. Many of 
the pieces which he performs are of his own 
composition, and considered excellent by th« 
first judges of musical science.

Delaware, to complete the chain of inland 
navigation from the Susquehanuah to this 
city. One of the proposed routes is through 
the bed pf Pegg’s Run, and the estimated ex- 
pense is as follows :

level to near the Delaware, and there locate 
a lock, which at low water would have twelve 
feet lift.”

duced to about 500,000 cubic feet for every 
twenty-four hours.” 

As it is presumed that there will still be a 
large surplus of water, after supplying the 
canal, it is proposed to rent the water power 
for manufactories, &e. which, it is thought, 
will produce a handsome revenue to the sity.

HURRICANE IN THE WEST INDIES. 


We learn by the French ship L’Eclair, from 
St. Pierres, Mart. that a gale commenced 
there on the 26th ult. at 7 P.M. and lasted 
till half past 9 next morning. The wind was 
from S. W. to S. and blew with the greatest 
violence about 9 in the evening from the 
South. No French vessels were lost; three 
American -essels were driven ashore and 
went to pieces. The plantations in that neigh- 
bourhoud were not much injured. 

Information from Guadaloupe, stated that 
great injury was done at Bassaterre, which 
was nearly demolished—all the government 
buildings were blown down, nearly eight Aun- 
dred persons perished, and the plantations 
inuch injured. : 

At Poin®Petre, several American vessels 
and French coasteys were driven ashore, and 
suffered more or less damage. 

At Rosseaux, (Dominico) all the vessels 
were Jost. At Barbadoes and St. Lucia, the 
shipping sustained consideiable imjury. 





A Singular Affa'r.—We are informed by

Cows.—Keep no more Cows than you can 
keep well—one cow well fed will produce as 
much milk as two indifferently treated, and 
more butter ; and if the cow be wintered bad- 
ly, she will rarely recover, during the suc- 
ceeding summer, so as to become profitable 
to the feeder. Cows should by all means, be 
housed in extreme weather, and particularly 
those which give milk, or a failure in the 
quantity of milk will be experienced. There 
fore, instead of keeping twenty cows poorly 
fed, and but half of them stabled, sell ten, 
and give the remaining ten feed to the amount 
equal to what the twenty originally had ; pro- 
cure constant stabling for them, and you will 
find that you will receive quite as much milk 
and butter in return as was derived from the 
former mode of treating 20. Sweet potatoes, 
carrots, pumpkins, and ground oats, are un- 
questionably among the best articles of food 
for milch cattle ; they occasion the milk and 
butter to assume a fine flavor and colour as 
well as increase of quantity.
